Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Examiner 
explained to Mr. Jones that the current amendments (filed 26 April 201 1 ) represent new matter that would be rejected 
under 112, first paragraph. Specifically, the Examiner explained that there was nothing in the specification to suggest 
that once a subscriber had received a data transmision from the data source, that that data transmission could be 
made unusable to the subscriber. Mr. Jones suggested that they will consider the Examiner's comments and provide 
either citations of support for the claim amendments, or a supplemental amendment removing the amended content in 
an effort to avoid a 1 12, first paragraph rejection..
